His Honor's address on opening the Ooun- 
•cil is very lengthy, and embraces remarks 
upon nearly every matter of interest affecting 
the Province. Its extreme length prevents 
the possibility of our publishing it, or oven 
giving any abridged report of it. It is very 
gratifying, however, to derive from it the in- 
formation that the Province is in a pros- 
perous condition ; that the gold exported 
•during the year amounts to 169,212 ozs. as 
■ against 166,372 last year, thus showing an 
increase 'ot nearly 3000 ozs. ; that 'the total 
"value of Provincial prpdnoe exported (inclu- 
mive of gold) amounts to £2,279,663 as against 
£1,190,000 last year ; that the Province com- 
mences this year with a credit balance at the 
Bank of £16,698 ; with other evidences of 
prosperity. Among Gold-fields matters mon- 
tioiied in the Speech, His Honor says, “ It is 
intended this year very considerably to in- 
•orease the appropriation towards the main 
Toad to the Lakes, both by way 'Of Naseby 
•and Roxburgh ; that portion of the road ex- 
tending from Clyde to Queenstown especially 
requires to be rendered safe for carriage 
trafiio.” 'VVe hope the Council will, as a 
mark of the appreciation of the necessity for 
:a large expenditure on the road mentioned 
by His Honor, deal in a liberal spirit in the 
matter.

The Queen had the power, but not the right 
to do so, under the Constitution. In tliis 
case, the Superintendent here had no right, 
but he had the power, and he exercised it. 
However much he (Mr Cutten) might regret 
the loss of so excellent an Executive, it was 
their own fault, for they had got in at tlie 
window, instead of by the door. When they 
gained the Government benches in a more 
constitutional manner, perhaps they might 
have his support.

II £300 Reward.— Murder.” Such is the 
pndUtioement made by a large poster on the 
iitice-board at the police' station in High- 
,eet. The bill goes on tu say : — “ Whereas 

f liirriet llu swell, aged 26, was found with 
;f throat cut, at No. 12 Great Cnram-street, 
ussell-sciuare, London, on the 25th Deoem- 
1872 ; The murder is supposed to have 
■<en committed by a man of the following 
i^ription, who was seen in company with 
11,0 deceased on Uie evening of the 24th, and 
leave the house at seven a.nu on the 25th ; 
B,;tge, 26 ; height, 5ft. 9in. ; ooraplexion 
irsrthy, red spots on face, black hair, no 
liiskers or moustache, bst not shaved for 
(oor three days. Stout build, dress dark, 
ght-fitting coat, dark billycock hat ; a 
Bpreigner (kuppos^ German). Two hundred 
lands (£200) reward will be paid by Her 
Blijesty’s Government to any person who 
iliall give such information and evidence as 
,i;all lead to the discovery of the murderer, 
,nd the Secretary of State for the Home 
Ipartment will advise the grant of Her 
K[}jesty's most gracious pardon to any acconi- 
Rnlice, nnt being the person who actually coin- 
Tjlted the murder, who .shall give such evi- 
dence as shall lead to a like result.” A few 
of tlie case as gathered from the London 
Uers may not be uninteresting. Harriet 
n'lswell lived at a house in Great Coram-st., 
P'.oonisbury, and belonged to the numerous 
■lis! of the dcmi monde. On the evening of 
;le24th of December last, she betook her- 
ifllto the Alhambra, where she got in com- 
riiny with a “ dirty-faced, low-looking Ger- 
„,n,” who went home willi her. She ob- 
lined a sum of ten shillings from him, when

In the early 
Jin'a of Christmivs Day the man is heard 
aesking down the stairs, banging the door

fas forced, and the wretched woman was 
scovered with her throat cut from ear to 
ir.

^rein this terrible Great Curain-street man- 
fnn. Downstairs the victim, thinking no 
iaalit of her home and innocent days, .stir- 
the plum- pudding for hick ; and overliead 
lieci'iiel piraple-fa'ssd murder, crouching like 
ifioked animal for his prey. The detectives 
, re quite puzsled so far, and the absence of 
jiir object in the crime has baffled them con- 
iJenibly. Wliy a man wlui presents a wo- 
lirawitl) half a sovereign should desire 'to 
srtier her for the sake of a shilling and pair 
|o: jet earrings must for ever, it appears, re- 
inia a mystery. The fnlloiving men have 
)«ii apprehended as the supposed murderers, 

IT which it will be observed that the police 
;ave not been idle:— Peter M'Kinnon, a 
iillve of Prince Edward's Island, who eu- 
lited slmrtly after the date of the iinirder, 
ad expressed a desire to bo sent out on 
Breign service as early as possible. He was 
jmsted on susiiicion, but the various wit- 
^oiies having failed to identify him, he was 
discharged from custody. On the same 
'iiiming of his discliarge, a Frenchman named 
[IiiSDt .Jiilien, partly answering the desorlp- 
iiw of the iimidcrcr, was arrested at Pir- 
brivht, six miles from Guildford. When 
piestioned he was very reticent, but read 
Jilinid in Englisli the reward- bill, and ex- 
himed at tlie close, “ Ha' ha!”

German emigrant ship Wangorland put into 
Ramsgate harbour damaged, having been iu 
collision with the miich-dreaded Goodwin 
Sands, and she remained there about three 
weeks, repairing. The apothecary on hoard 
(named Carl Wohlebbe) unfortunately, from 
the blotches on his face, answered to the 
description of the supposed murdei'er. The 
" active and intelligent cifhoers” of the Rams- 
gate police at once effected his arrest, and 
telegraphed to London for the witnesses to 
come down with a view to identification. 
[These witnesses, by the way, must Lave had 
a precious time of it, as, in addition to the 
foregoing, they were forced to attend the 
coroner's inquest, which was adjourned some 
eight or nine times,] On the arrival of the 
witnesses at Ramsgate the prisoner was 
paraded with some twenty otlier Germans, 
amongst whom was the pastor of the vessel, 
one Dr Hessel, who volunteered his services. 
.Judge the worthy pastor’s surprise when all 
the witnesses but one without hesitation 
selected him as the culprit, and this one wit- 
ness thought him like the man, requested to 
hear him speak, which w.as complied with, and 
then asserted pwsitively that he was the man, 
Tlie apothecary was accordingly liberated, 
and Dr Hessel removed to London and lodged 
in the House of Detention. After remaining 
in custody for over a fortnight, and under 
strict surveillance, this martyr to mistaken 
identity was returned to the arms of his newly- 
married wife, the Magistrate remarking that 
he left the Court witlioiit a stain upx)u his 
character. But by this time the good ship 
Wangerland had departed. There is no doubt 
that the German pastor is deserving of com- 
miseration for having been seriously incon- 
venienced by an almost in evitable legal system, 
for he h.is certainly suffered seriously from 
the obtuseness of the witnesses. It seems 
liard that a gentleman should have been de- 
tained and inconvenienced because a maid- 
servant thought she was clever enough to 
detect the presence of Wellington boots under 
the trowsere of a man walking on the other 
aide of the street, for so she actually stated 
in evidence. Sam Weller's difficulty of see- 
ing tlvrmigh a door and a brick wall was evi- 
dently scouted by this young woman, who 
was so "awfully clever” that she could detect 
Wellington boots on a, passing foreigner. 
From their point of view the witnesses did 
their best, and exercised as bast they could 
the common sense entrusted to them in a 
limited degree, and stiqiidity and offloioiis- 
ness will have their victim.s. As the reward 
bills, with the description of the supposed 
murilerer, have been scattered all over the 
civilised part of the globe, we shall watch 
with interest how manp' more persons will be 
apprehended on suspicion, or as the self-ac- 
cused murderer of the once gay and fascinating, 
but unfortunate Harriet Buswell (‘‘still, 
for all slips of her's, one of Eve’s family”). 



Sissing the Book. 



The “ Heathen Chinee,” who is sworn by 
repeating certain words after an interpreter 
aud then blowing out a match, is, as a rule, 
regarded by many persons who have to .attend 
law courts as a man who will speak the truth 
— if it suits him ; and no doubt .John has the 
same opinion of his Christian friends. Sup- 
jmse it were possible that some foreigner, to 
whom the maimers and customs of both 
Europeans and Chinese were previously 
equally unknown, happened to spend aumni- 
ing in a police court, he would very likely go 
aiv.ay impressed with the belief that tlie Chi- 
nese witnesses had taken .a more solemn and 
binding oath than the Europeans, The f<ir- 
Tiier to pay attention to the words of the oath 
do appear serious, .and blowing out tlie match, 
being typical of the extinguishing of their 
soul if they do not speak tlie truth, is really 
a most siilenin mode of making a vow. On 
tlie other hand, just watch the Christians. 
One is in the box : he Lakes up the book 
without a sign of reverence, someboiiy rattles 
over the words of the oath in .anything but a 
reverential manner, while people are chatting 
about other things, and the witness is told to 
kiss the book. This is, of course, supposed 
to be the solemn act by which a man binds 
his conscience ; but how is it done ? For 
instance, ,a iMilicenmn takes up the book 
slowly and metlmcUcally, quietlv opens it and 
ki.s.ses a leaf. The uninitiated wonder what 
opening the bonk means — perhaps tliey tliink 
the constable had a passage that was pecu- 
liarly approprl.ate in his opinion, or, at least, 
th.at he thought kissing a page of scripture 
more solemn than kissing the outside hoards. 
But his reason is nothing of the sort : he 
does not kiss the cover hecause it is unclean ; 
it has been grasped by dirty and per.spiring 
hands until the original colour of the leather 
has dis.appeared, and it lias been for montbs, 
and perhaps years, pressed by the li]is of 
people of all cla-sses and in various states of 
liealth. " The Book” is sometimes so dirty- 
lonking that one who liacl dainty notions or 
was scrupulously clean would not like to 
touch it with his hands. Very many treat 
the whole matter fUpp.andy, hardly listening 
to the form of oatli and appearing quite in- 
different to the words used, and such an utter 
matter of form has the taking an oath become, 
that if the Court official were asked by a wit- 
ness to repeat the words more slowly nr move 
distinctly he would, in all probability, be 
surprised at wbal he might think the imper- 
tinence of the witness, or at all events his 
over-cautiousness. We c,annot hope for any 
change in the mode of swearing witnesses, 
hut care should be taken to provide Bibles 
th.at are clean and can be kissed without 
c,ausing a feeling of loathing. Meantime 
people had better follow the example set by 
the police in some courts, and select a clc.an 
page in preference to tlie gre<wy boards. — 
r/iai/iM Adeedisa. 



The Canard Steamship Company. 

Mark Twain writes tlie following luiino- 
rons sketch of the Cimard Steamship Oom- 
panv : — " It is a curious, self-possessed, old- 
fiishioni'd Company, the Cimard. (Sents- 
ineii, tliey are.) It was born before the days 
of stoiimships ; it inaugurated ocean steam 
lines ; it never lost more than one vessel ; it 
Lm never lost a passenger’s life at all ; Us 
sliips are never insured ; great iiiercaiitilo 
tiniis do not insure their goods sent over iu 
Ciinanl ships ; it is r.athor safer to be in their 
ships than nn shore. It is coni]ioscd sim]ily 
of two or tliree grandchildren who have 
stepped into the shoes of two or throe chil- 
dren, who stepped into the shoes of a couple 
oE old Scotch fathers ; for Burn.s aud Mac- 
Ivor were tlie Cimard Company when it 
was bom ; it was Burns and Maclvor when 
the originators had passed away ; it is Burns 
and Maclvor still in the third generation — 
never has been out of the families. Burns 
was a Glasgow merchant, Maclvor was an 
old sea-dog, who sailed a sliip for him in 
early times. That vessel’s oariiings were cast 
into a sinking fimd ; with the money tliey 
built another ship, aud then another, and 
thus the original packet line from Glasgow to 
Halifax was established. At that time the 
mails were slowly and expensively c.arricd in 
Briti.sh Government vessels. Burns and 
Maclvor, and Judge Haliburton (‘Sam Slick') 
fell to considering a scheme of getting the 
job of carrying these mails in priv.ate bot- 
toms. In order to manage the thing they 
needed to be quiet about it, .and also they 
needed faster vessels. Haliburton had a 
nephew who was not a success in practical 
life, but had an inventive head ; name, Sam 
Cimard ; he took his old jaok-knife and a 
shingle and sat down .and whittled out his 
enormous 'Royal Mai! Line of vessels that we 
call the Cunavders — a very gi'eat navy it is — 
doing business in every ocean ; owning forty- 
five steaniships of vast cost ; conducting its 
affairs with the rigid method and system of a 
national navy ; premoting by merit, priority 
in routine, and forconspioiioiis service ; using 
a company niiifonii ; retiring siqierannuated 
and disabled men and nfficere on permanent 
pensions, and numbering its servants by hun- 
dreds and thou3.ands. In iis own private e?- 
tablisliment in Liverpool it keepis four tlion- 
siuld men under pay. This is what Sam 
Cimard wliittled out. That is to say, he 
whittled out a little model for a fast vessel. 
It was satisfactory ; he was instructed to go 
and get the mail contract simply under liis 
own name ; he did it, and the Company lie- 
cauie commonly known as the Cimard Coin- 
pan v ; then the company tried steam .and 
made it work ; they prospered, and bought 
out Haliburton, and also Cuiiard’s litttle in- 
terest; they removed Curiard to England and 
made him their London Agent ■, he grew very 
rich, and unspeakably respectable, and when 
he died, he died not as a poor, dreaming, 
pimvincial wliittler of experimental models, 
but as the groat Sir Samuel Cimard, K.C.B., 
or G.W.X., nr something like that, for the 
sovereign had knighted him.

An underground tussle took place last night 
between the workmen employed hy the Parade 
and Blackhill South Extended Companies, 
under tlie following circumstances. The rival 
companies are each iiiiniiig on giTuind abut- 
ting on the south side of Dyte’s parade, about 
a quarter of a mile th the eastw.ird of the 
B, astern Railw.ay Station. The two shafts 
are situated within fi(ty yards of each otlier, 
and both parties are driving fur the same reef 
I or gutter. Some good ground was known tu 
! exist under the centre of the Parade Cuiii- 
i piaiiy’s shaft, and for this each company Ims 
j been steadily driving. The Parade Cmii- 
prany’s drives are somewhat lower tlian those 
of the rival cumpaiiy, and the workmen of the 
latter, finding the others pusliing on at a good 
rate of spieed for the dispirited ground, pint 
down a blind shaft in tirder to cut them off. 
So matters have been p.rogressiiigfor the past 
few days. At about eight o’clnek last night 
tlie Parade Omiipany’s men broke through 
into the working of the Black Hill South Ex- 
tended Coiiipaiiy, ami then commenced the 
row. The IRack Hill South Extended men 
had the advantage of pxisition, and flooded 
their rivals ont with water taken from the 
well and let down the blind shaft spoken of. 

: Tlieii luulhick was shot down the shaft, and 
the Parade men were considerably bothered 
while endeavouring to secure their pmsitioii 
hy blocking up the shaft. 'Water and mul- 
lock failing to dislodge the Parade men, it 
would seem '‘stiukingout''was tried, although 
the Extended men stoutly deny having had 
recourse to such means of routing their 
j oppiononts. Tile Parade men maintain that 
j the otliers used some horribly nauseous stuff, 
the fumes of which drove them (the Parade 
fellows) fruni the face in which they were 
I working. During the tow, a tin can, like 
I those used for varnish aud piairrt oils, aud of 
I about half a gallon capacity, was tuui’cled 
idowir tlie blind shaft from the Extended, 
i workings into the Parade drives, and was 
I brought up tlie shaft of the latter compiaiiy. 
It was nearly empty at the time, and was 
shown to our reimrter this morning. The 
“ stud'” contained in it seems to have boon a 
mixture of keruseilB and turjientiire, judging 
by the smell of the can. An hour or two 
after nirdniglit, the police were comnrunicated 
ivith bv tlie Parade men, who stated that a 
shot had been fired, and that further outrages 
were threatened. The piolico were on the 
spot, but did not go below, as hostilities 
ceased on their arrival. The Parade men 
distinctly aver that one shot wiw fired with 
I the intention of dislodging them, that they 
I were threatened with others if they did not 
j cle.ar out, tliat noxious cliemicals wove used, 
and that tlie water from tiio mains ivas 
thrown down un them. It is but fairto state 
1 that the Extended men simply deny these 
! statements. They .admit that buckets of 
waiter, taken from the ivell, wore pioured 
down the blind shaft, but deny that the 
mains w'ere touched. Tliey state no chemi- 
cals were used, and that guupiowder was not 
tlionght of. fnspector Ryall and Sergeant 
Lamer were at eacli claim this merning, and 
cautioned the miners .against recimvse to gun- 
powder and suffocating fuiiie.s, pointing out 
the coiiseqncuces. The tin can was taken 
possession of hy the police. .At the time the 
inspector and sergeant, together with our 
reporter, were on the gnnmd, the rival 
managers were in town, and it was stated an 
appieal to the law was about to be made. The 
men “ below” were quiet.
